UUTH TO Aak 


Nominee Is on His Way to 
Elizabethton, Tenn., 
for Speech. 


BIG CROWD EXPECTED 
AT STRATEGIC TOWN 


Radio Hook-Up to Carry His 
Address; New England 
Plans Approved.

Aboard the Hoover Train, en Route to 

Elizabethton, Tenn., Oct. 5.—Herbert 
Hoover was headed for Dixie tonight, 
bound on one of the boldest missions of 
his presidential’ campaign. Tomorrow 
he will make an open-air bid for the 
South’s support in November. 

The Republican candidate left Wash- 
ington at 11 o’clock tonight. With him 
are Mrs, Hoover, his son, Herbert Hoo- 
ver, jr.. and his two assistants, George 
Akerson and Larry Richey. Aboard the 
special also are 31 newspaper corre- 
spondents and 10 cameramen. 

The town of Elizabethton, where Mr. 

Hoover will speak at 3 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon, was selected because of 
its strategic position. Located in the 
northeast corner of Tennessee, it is near 
the Virginia and North Carolina bound- 
aries and not a great distance from 
Kentucky. 
Tennessee and Kentucky, together 
with the other border States of Mis- 
sourl, Maryland and Oklahoma, are 50- 
50 territory in this campaign, States in 
which anything may happen on elec- 
tion day. All of them have at one time 
or another gone Republican. 

Looking té Solid South. 

Virginia and North Carolina, on the 
other hand, are “Solid South” States, 
having been consistently Democratic 
since the Civil War. Mr. Hoover has 
been assured that he has a chance to 
carry both of them, but particularly 
North Carolina. 
The first stop on this trip will be 
made at Bristol], Va., at 10:48 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. Here, former Rep- 
resentative C. Bascom Slemp will board 
the train and introduce Mr. Hoover 
from the rear platform. A large crowd 
is expected to be on hand to greet 
the nominee. Leaving Bristol, the 
train will continue on to Childers, 
Tenn., which, according to the sched- 
ule, will be reached at 11:30 o’clock. 
From there, the entire Hoover party 
will go by motor to Elizabethton. 

According to word sent to Repub- 
lican headquarters in Washington, a 
crowd of between 50,000 and 100,000 
will gather in the natural open forum 
at Elizabethton to hear Hoover voice 
his appeal for Southern support. 


500 Policemen Drafted. 


500 policemen have been “drafted” 
to handle the traffic that is expected 
to pour in from all of eastern Tennes- 
see and the nearby sections of Ken- 
tucky, North Carolina and Virginia. 
The meeting will be opened by Rep- 
resentative J. Will Taylor, of La Fol- 
lette, Tenn., Republican national] com- 
mitteeman for the State, who wil] in- 
troduce former Governor Alfred A. Tay- 
lor, famous 80-year-old war horse of 
the party in that State. Taylor in 
turn will present Mr. Hoover. 

In case of rain, Mr. Hoover will speak 
in a large tabernacle holding 7,000 per- 
sons. But in any event, his words will 
be broadcast over a nation-wide hook- 
up. In Washington the speech will be 
broadcast by station WRC. 

Prior to his speech, Mr. Hoover will 
review an historical pageant designed to 
commemorate the Battle of King’s 
Mountain, in which the settlers drove 
back the British in 1780. The moun- 
tain is about 40 miles from Elizabeth- 
ton.

“We had a rumpus, and a good one, | 
too,” Mr. Haynes said in a statement | 
to The Post, but flatly refused to dis-| 
cuss the nature of the disagreement. | 
That, he said, was a matter for George |. 
L. Nicolson, vice president of the bank, 
to discuss. 

Mr. Nicolson had previously given 
out a statement attributing Mr. Haynes’ 
withdrawal to “differences” with the 
directors, and it was in confirmation 
of this that the latter admitted the 
“rumpus.” But Mr. Nicolson offered 
no explanation 4s to the cause of the 
break. 

He stated simply that the merger 
agreement between the Farmers & Me- 
chanics National Bank and the Riggs 
National Bank was not the sole reason 
for Mr. Haynes’ severance of 
tion with the bank, and added: 
“It appears that for some time Mr. 
Haynes had differences with his board 
of directors.” 

Questioned last night at his home, 
the former president of the Farmers & 
Mechanics Bank was emphatic in stat- 
ing that, even had ne been invited, he 
would not have retained any connection 
with his bank after it merged with 
Riggs.

“I could not have accepted a subor- 
dinate. position,” he said. 

Ever since the announcement that Mr. 
Haynes was in no way provided for un- 
cer the terms of the werger, although 
other officials of the Georgetcwn bank 
had been retained, speculation had been 
rife in the financial district as to the 
reasons underlying the withdrawal of 
the official, who :0t only had held 
every important office in the District of 
Columbia Bankers Association but was’ 
active even then as chairman of the 
Washington Clearing House Association. 
It was largely to set at rest this spec- 
ulation, apparently, that Mr. Nicolson’s 
statement was made. 

According to officials of the organiza- 
tion, Mr. Haynes’ post as chairman of 
the Washington Clearing House Associa- 
tion was automatically vacated with the 
acceptance Thursday of his resignation 
as president of the Farmers & Mechan- 
ics Bank.

Pipgras Pitching Hero. 

Two figures stand out in bold re- 
lief in the Yankee’s triumph—George 
Pipgras as the pitching hero who al- 
lowed the vaunted sluggers of the 
Cardinals only four hits and Lou 
Gehrig as the spearhead of the Yankee 
attack with a screaming home run into 
the right center field stands with two 
mates on base in the first innning to 
give the Yankees a working margin— 
but another baseball persoyarce -:

THE WORLD OPTUM RING. 


The United States refuses to be hoodwink- 
ed by the false pretenses of certain nations in 
dealing with the opium evil. This country 
sees in The Hague convention the best agency 
yet devised for combating narcotic drugs. In 
this declination to cooperate upon the Geneva 
buard, the ostensible purpose of which will be 
to promote international action, the United 
States renews its offer to cooperate in a genu- 
ine movement. 

The Geneva subscribers have been inform- 
ed that this Government will be ready to fur- 
gish all information it may possess, and it {s 
likely to be one of the most active contribu- 
tors to the fund of serviceable data upon the 
international aspects of the drug traffic. But 
cooperation in the mechanism of the conven- 
tion would be a negation of the attitude that 
Was assumed by the United States at Geneva. 
Nothing short of cutting off the supply of the 
raw materials can suffice to destroy the il- 
légal traffic in drugs: Manufacture and sale 
Will go on as long as the supply is to be had. 
Had the Geneva convention. been willing to 
limit the production of raw opium and coca 
leaves to actual medical needs, the basic con- 
dition for fighting internationally the drug evil 
would have been found. 

‘It is unfortunate for humanity that the self- 
ish interest of certain nations operated at 
Geneva to postpone the effectual solution of 
the opium problem. The international nar- 
cétic ring, whose location has never been as- 
cértained, much less its prime personnel, is 
believed to have its headquarters not remote 
from Geneva. It has even been hinted that 


_-4ts influence was felt in the convention, as, in 
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tact, the drug ring, like all other combinations 
for political or social corruption, is believed 
to be active wherever effectual measures are 
threatened against it. 

The United States has given and will con- 
tinue to give full police cooperation with all 
other nations for the suppression of the traffic, 
whose continuance, however, is assured as long 
as the raw material is produced beyond the 
point of scientific and medical needs. The 
countries which refuse to cut down opium 
production are to blame for the evil that 
curses the whole world, including the United 
States. 


EMBASSIES AND LEGATIONS. 

The Austrian government has. decided 
build a legation building in Washington.

The Span- 
ish embassy has recently moved to a new home 
in Sixteenth street, situated not far from the 
handsome structure erected by the Italian gov- 
ernment several years ago. The government 
of France. plans the development of an em- 
bassy building at Sixteenth and Euclid streets, 
and there are several other projects of minor 
nature in the wind. 

The government buildings, embassy and 
legation properties of Washington are begin- 
ning to take rank with those of other capitals. 
The city’s growth insures the increasing value 
of embassies and legations as land invest- 
ments. Foreign governments save money when 
they acquire or erect buildings for their envoys 
here. 
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FAMILIES OF IMMIGRANTS. 


_# The process of admitting to this country 
the wives of aliens and their children under 
21 years of age will be speeded up by the order 
of the commissioner general of immigration. 
Mr. Hull has outlined the methods by which 
aliens may have their entry into the United 
States verified, as a basis for the admission of 
thelr wives and mivor children. Distressing 
instances of long and tedious investigations for 
certifications of the actual relations of the 
wives and children, and the facts as to the 
permanent domicile of the alien in the case 
need not arise, under the method provided for 
in obedience to the joint resolution of Con- 
gress. 

The status of the nonquota immigrant, which 
was provided by the resolution, covers wives 
and children as described, ministers and pro- 
fessors. The preferential relation accorded the 
wives and children of immigrants gives them 
double claim upon consideration by the author- 
ities.

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LORTON REFORMATORY. 


Capt. M. M. Barnard in his annual report 


shows that he has been seeking under adverse | 


conditions to hold to the true aim of a correc- 


tional institution in his administration of the | 


District Reformatory at Lorton. The aim is 
that of salvaging unfortunates and derelicts. 
He bas sought to make them useful and law- 
abiding. He has given the men training in 
trades, so that they might go back into the 
walks of life properly equipped to make head- 
way honestly, This practical view has been 
prompted by sound sense and a proper feeling 
of accountability. 

Capt. Barnard’s policy makes all the differ- 
ence between an institution in which the 
prisoners are relieved of rightful feelings of 
bitterness and won to cooperation: with the 
administration, and one where the prisoners 
become sullen and disturbing, and quick to 
riot. He has protested against the tendency 
to turn the Lorton institution into a system 
that would exploit the inmates rather than 
train them. There is a sharp line between pro= 
viding for work for prisoners that shall pri- 
marily be for their benefit, and give them a 
means of livelihood after they get out from 
behind the bars, and a policy of exploiting 
their labor without regard to their welfare or 
reclamation. All the good work at Lorton is 
in jeopardy because of a ‘“‘growing tendency 
on the part of some to make a manufacturing 
center of the reformatory.” When that comes 
to pass and prisoners are treated as a herd of 
animals bound to the wheel of those who con- 
tract for their labor, all hopes of getting coop- 
eration from the prisoners is lost.. This situa- 
tion, Supt. Barnard fears, may develop at the 
reformatory. Greed and avarice are not to be 
intrusted with the industrial lash over prison- 
ers whose care is a public trust. Capt. Barnard 
has been very successful in his aims for Lor- 
ton, and men have been contentedly employed 
in various industries under his direction, in 
the meantime learning useful trades. Such 
enterprise makes men out of derelicts, when 
conducted for that purpose. The negligible 
number of escapes from the reformatory at- 
tests the merit of its methods. Capt. Barnard 
should be given fullest support. 


FOREIGN MOTOR CAR IDEAS. 

The International Motor Salon, now being 
held at the Grand Palais in Paris, attracts the 
eyes of the automobile world. It is the first 
of the big shows in which the newer trends 
are exhibited. Followed by the shows in Lon- 
don, Brussels and Berlin, it sets the pace for 
the rest of the world, and exerts a profound 
influence upon the design and appointments 
of the American cars that are to be put on dis- 
play in the New York show in January.

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Local Traffic Problems. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
Washingtonian returning after an ab- 
sence of six months can not fail to 
be impresed with the fact that traffic 
is becoming worse all the time. Con- 
necticut avenue during the rush hours 
provides the motorist with a terrify- 
as does Sixteenth 
street and each of the main 
of travel. With additional traffic 
lights at the worst intersections con- 
ditions have been improved somewhat, 
but it 1s coming to be apparent that 
the local authorities will have to adopt 
radical methods of relieving the sltu- 
ation. 

In light or officer-controlled inter- 
sections conditions are as satisfactory 
as can be expected. For the time be- 
ing Washington is utilizing the most 
modern and most satisfactory system 
that has been devised. In other inter- 
sections, however, there is room for 
improvement. A vehicle making a 
left turn from Connecticut avenue, 
for example, frequently ties up a traf- 
fic lane for several minutes. In other 
cities it has been found beneficial to 
discard the “square turn” method of 
turning to the left. The local regu- 
lations provide that “a vehicle turn- 
ing into a street to the left, except 
at policed intersections, shall pass 
around or over the central point of 
intersection of the two streets.” This 
regulation is a relic of the early days 
of automobiles. Other cities have 
made mandatory the cutting of cor- 
ners in left hand turns, and have 
found that traffic has been expedited, 
without increasing accidents. : 

Whether or not it is decided to alter 
the regulations in regard to left hand 
turns, the Traffic Bureau should clari- 
fy forthwith in the public mind the 
regulation in respect to. passing safety 
yones and loading platforms. The 
sound practice of passing either to 
right or left, avoiding only running 
through the zone proper, as prohibited 
in the regulations, is growing. Most 
motorists, however, apparently are of 
the impression that the regulations 
prohibit driving to the left of a safety 
zone or loading platform; consequently 
in Connecticut avenue, particularly 
curing rush hours, each safety zone 
and platform holds up a long line of

The country is being flooded with 
bolsheviks, anarchists, socialists and 
communists, all at heart opposed to 
American institutions, and a majority 
of them criminal by nature. Native- 
born Americans do not resort to bomb 
throwing: they do not operate machine 
guns on crowded streets. Most of the 
labor strikes are engineered: by for- 
eigners, and in nearly every case where 
violence follows those taking part are 
foreigners. I do not advocate the ex- 


clusion of all immigrants, but the tight 
closing of our doors to all such unde- 
sirables. In the two cities of New York 
and Chicago there are at least 100,000 
of these undesirables. Is there no way 
to deport them? Many of our prisons 
are full cof the same class, and the peo- 
ple are taxed to support them. Send 
them out of the country. en have

CAMOUFLAGE. 


During the war the public was in- 
troduced to many new words from the 
lexicon of military men. Probably the 
one which became most familiar ana 
the one of them all which has re- 
mained the most fixed in the commor 
speech is “camouflage.” Unknown to 


most people before 1914, everybody now 
knows and uses the word, says the 
Philadelphia Bulletin. 

A spoken thought may be camou- 
flaged, or a battleship, or anything 
that is capable of concealment by de- 
ception. Possibly the one engine of 
war that was not camouflaged in the 
great struggle was the airplane. On 
the contrary, the gallant youths who 
piloted the machines fairly flounted 
their identity before their foes. Day 
after day on the western front there 
were duels between individual airmen 
and whole squadrons, and when a fa- 
mous aviator on elther side went down 
to death he did not fall unknown. It 
Was Magnificent, but it was not war, 
as a French general once remarked of 
a feat of arms. 

There are to be no more identifying 
markings or insignia on the planes of 
American airmen if they ever go to 
war again. They are to be as deaily 
as the plague and as invisible, dealinz 
out death to the enemy from above, 
but themselves unseen. Camouflage is 
going to do it. The Army Air Corps 
is making no secret of its purpose. /* 
wouldn't be worth while to try for that 
matter, so they announce they .have 
experimented and found that an olive 
drab color very effectually hides a 
plane, particularly from men on the 
ground and from the searchlight at 
night.

COOKING IN HIGH ALTITUDES. 

For cooking in high altitudes, where 
the atmosphere pressure is much less 
than at or near sea level, certain 
changes must be made in a few of the 
ingredients. Eggs and flour must be 
increased, as they possess high re- 
sistive tenacity, while sugar and fats 
Mus be decreased, as they have little 
Wia'iiy and are liable to make baked 
mixt@res fall or break apart. 

Mix ail doughs thoroughly and have 
them 3Stiffer than in lower altitudes. 
A bis*uit dough should be nearly as 
stiff 8 a bread dough. Use three table- 
SpooMs less per cup of sugar than the 
low altitude recipe calls for and two 
tablespoons less fat. 

Boiled icings and candies need to 
cook one minute longer. Navy beans 
should be soaked over night in cold 
water so they'will soften when boiled.

MEASLES IS MOST IMPORTANT. 


F ALL the infective diseases 
() which trouble children, measles 

is the most important. It is very 
contagious and it lays the foundation 
for pneumonia and consumption, and 
for other diseases as well. It is to be 
hoped that a vaccine against measles 
has been found, Dr, Peterman reports 
very satisfactory results from a vaccine 
made by injecting a measles coccus 
into a goat, then bleeding the animal 
and treating the blood much as horses’ 
blood is treated in the making of diph- 
theria antitoxin. In an epidemic of 


measles he stopped the outbreak short 


by using this vaccine, Only one vaccli- 
nated child developed the disease, and 
he became sick with measles only a day 
or two after the vaccine was given. Evi- 
he was already infected and. al- 
ready to break out when the 
was given. Similar reports have 
been made by Dr. A. L. Hoyne.

South would bid one Club. When 
Contract was first introduced, most au- 
thorities were of the opinion that a 
five-card Ace-King suit should be bid 
without at least one quick trick on the 
side, but the enormous advantage de- 
rived from getting in an initial suit- 
bid and thus giving the partner valu- 
able information, now is appreciated 
better. Today most Contract players 
bid a five-card Ace-King suit with a 
king on the side, and many will bid 
Ace-King-X-X-X without any side 
strength whatever, just as in Auction 
Bridge. 

North would be justified in bidding 
three No Trumps if South belong to the 
school that does not bid an Ace-King 
sul: without something on the side; but 
if South would bid Ace-King-X-X-X 
without other strength, North should 
bid only two No Trumps. It will be 
noted how perfectly both systems 
would work out in this case; if North 
did only two No Trumps, fearing his 
partner had nothing but Clubs, South, 
having the King-Jack of Diamonds 


which he knew North could not count 
upon, would bid three; so that under 
either system Declarer would be play- 
ing with the contract he would have 
named had he seen his partner's hand, 
viz., three No Trumps. If the distri- 
bution of the adverse cards give West 
an entry and a five-card Spade suit, 
the three No Trumps might not be 
made; but with such combined strength 
it would be a mistake to play the hand 
at a lower contract.

A total of $800,000 will be spent | 
constructing first building in| 
Georgetown University’s proposed new 
medical center, according to an an- 
nouncement yesterday by President W. 
Coleman Nevils, S. J. The announce- 
ment said plans for the new building 
had been approved by regents and di- 
rectors of the university and that It 
would be erected on a site bordering 
the Reservoir road. 

Location of this building § across 
from the estate of Mrs. Anne Archbold 
and close to the Glover Parkway is the 
initial step toward concentration of 
all medical buildings near the campus. 
The site lends admirably to landscap- 
ing. Construction is expected to start 
during the winter. 

This move, Dr. Nevils said, eventually 
will be followed by removal of George- 
town University Hospital from Thirty- 
fifth and N_ streets northwest to 
Reservoir road. In this case, the hos- 
pital buildings, which represent an in- 
vestment of about $1,500,000, probably 
will be used for the legal department 
now housed at 506 E street. 

The architectural style of the new 
building will be colonial, in conformity 
with the red brick design used at the 
Georgetown Preparatory School at Gar- 
rett Park. Instead of rising to eight 
stories, the building will be only three 
stories in height, but will occupy a 
large amount of ground space.

Two Failures 


Puritan, Goodyear Dirigible, Is Hauled to Safety by 16 
Men After Spire on School and Wind Balk Previous 


Attempts—Stays 


for 15 Minutes. 


Maybe it was because it’s a “baby” 
blimp that the pilot of the Puritan, 
belonging to the Goodyear-Zeppelin 
Corporation, had such a difficult time 
landing it atop the Emerson & Orme 
Building at Seventeenth and M =:reets 
northwest yesterday. The tiny dirigible 
was landed safely after three attempts. 

In the first two attempts a brisk 
wind prevented the blimp from behav- 
ing as it should, and the landing was 
made more difficult because of a 
spire towering a school in line of the 
course of descent. Sixteen men hauled 
it down when its ropes were within 
reach. 


The Puritan carried four: passengers 
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on its trip over Washington. They were 
William Emerson, automobile dealer; 
Donald Forbes, 10-year-old son of Dan- 
iel R. Forbes; J. E. Boetner, pilot, from 
Akron, and A. C. O'Neill, mechanic. 
The blimp remained on the roof for 
about fifteen minutes and then took 
off to moor at Lakehurst, N. J.

Had Lived in Vacant Bullding. 


The building where the tragedy oc- 
cured ts the old Southern Railway 
Building, which until August of this 
year was used as the Register Annex 
of the Treasury Department. Since the 
Treasury vacated, the building has been 
unoccupied and unguarded and indi- 
cations are that Heaney had made it 
his home for at least two weeks. 

Dracos said he had seen the man in 
the vicinity for several weeks and that 
he had appeared worried and sick. On 
the seventh floor of the building there 
were evidences that the man had spent 
considerable time there and a Wash- 
ington newspaper dated September 24 
and a Philadelphia newspaper dated 
September 25 were found. 

In a pile upon the floor, near the 
window from which the man fell, were 
a safety razor, a piece of soap, two but- 
tons from Heaney’s overcoat, a lead 
pencil, a woman’s small handkerchief, 
several cigar butts, a box of matches 
and a pocket-worn and well thumbed 
evangelistic pamphlet. 

Upon the radiator beside the window 
was a brand new butcher knife of very 
cheap make, which leq to the belief 
that Heaney had contemplated taking 
his life by stabbing himself. It is be- 
lieved that he had hrooded over a sul- 
cide attempt for a long time. 


Checked Passage in Pamphlet. 


The pamphlet which was found by 
the window was entitled “Are You 
Saved or Lost?” and is one of a series 
put out by the Sunday School Board of 
the Southern Baptist Convention, Nash- 
ville, Tenn., presenting “the claims of 
Christ to the unsonverted and the duty 
of those who have surrendered to 
Christ.” It bears the inscription of 
I. R. Scarborough, D. D. 

A penciled checkmark, apparently 
made by Heaney, appeared on the mar- 
gin beside the following paragraph of 
the pamphlet: “What is your destiny? 
It is either heaven through faith in 
Christ or it is hell through sin and 
unbelief.” 


Two Sentenced to Jail

MOVE AGAINST UTILITIES 
COMMISSION DISCUSSED 


Injunction Against Putting 
Increased Fare Into Effect 
Being Considered. 


Opponents of higher street car fares 
will swing into action at the first 
meeting of the winter of the Federa- 
tion of Citizens’ Associations in the 
yboard room of the District Building at, 
8 o’clock tonight. 

William McK. Clayton, chairman, and 
William A. Roberts, vice chairman of 
the federation public utilities com- 
mittee, who have led the citizens’ fignt 
against higher car fares asked by the 
Capital Traction Co., yesterday mauap- 
ped out the program they will submit 
to the federation tonight. They plan 
taking a page out of the books of the 
utilities corporation and appealing to 
the District courts to stave off the in- 
crease. 

Two major actions will be proposed: 

First, to mandamus, through the 
courts, the Public Utilities Commissioz 
to make the street car companies sct 
up a uniform accounting system in 
conformity with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission classification of ac- 
counts, as provided in the organic act 
creating the Public Utilities Commis- 
| sion. 


Would Seek Injunction. 


| Second, to seek an injunction to re- 

strain the commission from putting su 
|higher car fare into effect on the 
grounds that the commission has no 
current valuations for the companies 
On which to base its decision as to 
whether existing fares are reasonable 
and fair. 

Federation leaders are hopeful that 
Ralph B. Fleharty, people’s counsel of 
the utilities commission, will lead their 
fight in the courts. They are prepared, 
however, to proceed even if Fleharty 
does not avail himself of the authority 
to do so, given him in the law creating 
the commission. 

The report of the street car subcom- 
mittee, which Mr. Clayton probably will 
| have Roberts make to the federation, 
will ask for authority to appeal to the 
| general public for funds to permit em- 
ployment of independent counsel to 
fight the fare boost in the courts. This 
action will be proposed, however, with 
the proviso that it will be follawed only 
should Mr. Fleharty fail to cooperate 
and act as counsel. 


Public Deeply Interested. 


Public interest in the question prob- 
ably is greater than in any other mat- 
ter the commission has had for de- 
cision in a long time. Throughout yes- 
terday and Thursday men and women 
telephoned the utilities commission of- 
fices asking what the commission had 
done. Others telephoned the District 
Building press room for latest reports 
and hundreds of persons called the 
newspaper offices. 

Only the gathering of the storm 
clouds of protest against the feared de- 
cision of the commission granting in- 
creased fares marked the situation yes- 
terday. The commission did nothing 
about the mater. Col. William B. Ladue, 
member of the commission, was busy 
otherwise all day with his duties as 
Engineer Commissioner. Fleharty was 
said to be somewhere studying what 
next move could be made. 

The commission, it was repeated, has 
not come to a decision on the higher 
fare petition. It simply has denied 
the motion of People’s Counsel Fle- 
harty to dismiss the petition on the 
grounds that the company based its 
claim for a “temporary” increase in 
fare on “present urgent needs” which 
it did not show. 


Based on Bride’s Opinion. 


Denial or the motion by the com- 
mission was based on the opinion of 
Corporation Counsel William W. Bride, 
general counsel of the utilities com- 
mission, that the commission could 
only base its decision on the rate of 
return on the valuation of the com- 
pany’s property. The commission i!s 
reported to have practically decided 
to dismiss the petition on Fleharty’s 
motion until the Bride opinion was 
handed it, which the corporation coun- 
sel said that although he would have 
to answer yes to the question re- 
garding dismissal asked of him by the 
commission, that question was not 
the real issue. 

Criticism of the opinion continued 
to be expressed yesterday, opponents 
of the fare increase declaring Mr. 
Bride went far beyond the question 
asked by the commission. Had he con- 
fined his answer to the query pro- 
pounded, it was declared, he admit- 
tedly would have supported the com- 
mission in its position to dismiss the 
question. 


Holds Valuation ts Crux. 


Vice Chairman Roberts, of the fed- 
eration utilities committee, made pub- 
lic a statement in which he declared 
the commission could not legally grant 
the Capital Traction plea without fix- 
ing new values, 

“I have repeatedly insisted that valu- 
ation is the crux of the whole matter,” 
Mr. Roberts said. 

“The law is specific that concurrent 
with each rate inquiry there must be a 
new and current valuation of the prop- 
erty of the utility. I stated at the 
hearing and now reiterate that the 
Public Utilities Commission should 
suspend its decision until after Con- 
gress passes On the proposed merger, for 
justifiable reasons of public policy, and, 


fy the rate of fare until a proper valu- 
ation, based on legal principles is com- 
pleted for both companies.” 

The question of revaluation is.one 
which the commission is exected to 
Pass on Monday. Unless it decides to 
order a new valuation as of the present 
time, it is feared it will grant the in- 
crease, inasmuch as the rate of return 
commonly discussed as “fair and rea- 
sonable” around the commission is 7 
per cent. The commission may decide 
to reject the plea on grounds of policy 
and let the companies take the matter 
to court, if they wish, but opponents 
of th: boost are not oversanguine that 
this will be done. They fear the Bride 
opinion made pretty dim the chances of 
action refusing the increase. Commis- 
sion officials, however, insist that the 
question has not been settled and that 
the commission can exercise its judg- 
ment against an increase if it thinks 
an increase unnecessary.

George Bongers Declares 
Estrangement Made 
Him Distraut. 


Because he was denied the privilege 
of visiting his two sons, George Bong- 
ers, 43 years old, living at the Gospel 
Mission, yesterday morning shot and 
critically wounded his estranged wife, 


Mrs. Iola Bongers, 33 years old, 310 E 
street northwest, as she was walking in 
front of the old Pension Office at Judi- 
ciary Square, on her way to work. Bong- 
ers then turned the gun upon himself, 
inflicting a severe wound in his chest. 

Park police, who reached the scene 
shortly after the shooting, took both 
to the Emergency Hospital in passing 
machines. During the day physicians 
operated upon Mrs, Bongers 1nd re- 
moved the bullet. Her condition is 
considered grave. The husband was 
less seriously injured, a notebook in his 
coat pocket having broken the force of 
the bullet. 

Yesterday afternoon while under po- 
lice guard in a ward in the hospital 
Bongers told a story of marital difficul- 
ties extending over the past six months, 
the accumulating weight of which 
drove him to his deed yesterday morn- 
ing, he said. 

Bongers recounted how his wife had 
him arrested on a charge of assault 
during June, of having him sent to 
Gallinger Hospital] for mental observa- 
tion and finally to jail, from which he 
was released upon his personal bond 
after spending severa] days behind the 
bars. 

By the shooting yesterday, Bongers 
unknowingly halted proceedings which | 
would have caused his rearrest on the 
old charge, Mrs. Bongers having ap- 
peared Thursday before District Attor- | 
ney Ralph Given, asking for her hus- 
band’s arrest, saying he had been mo- 
lesting her.

MURDER CONFESSION 
DOUBTED BY POLIGE' 


Panzram Likely to , Be Tried 
Only as Robber, De- 
spite His Story. 


SAYS HE SLEW Twe BOYS. 


Carl Panzram, 38 years old, may have | 


murdered two boys, as he voluntarily 
confessed yesterday in the District Jail, 
but indications are that he will be call-| 
ed to answer before the bar of justice 
homes. 

Cursing God and his motner for per- 
mitting him to be born, Panzram, a) 
large man, 6 feet tall, called for Maj]. | 
W. L. Peak. superintendent of the Dis-| 
tritc Jail, and confessed not only that 
he had murdered two boys, but had 
committed a number of robberies in| 
addition to those for which he was ar- 
rested. 

Panzram repeated his confession in 
graphic detail to Detective R. H. Mans- 
field, and police authorities in Phila- 
delphia bore out his confession in part, 
at least. 

Says He Killed ‘Two. 


Panzram said he had killed an I11-| 
year-old boy in Philadelphia August 3 | 
or 4 when the boy saw him leaving an | 
anchored yacht from which he had 
stolen a radio set. He choked the lad 
to death with his hands, sewed the 
body in two white blankets and cast it 
on a dump, pler 98, on League Island, 
he said. 

He killed a 16-year-old boy by beat- 
him on the head with a rock, 
Panzram sald. That was on a road be- 
tween Boston and Charlestown, Mass., 
early in September, 1920. 

Philadelphia police, in response to 
inquiry from Inspector Henry G. Pratt, 
chief of detectives, said they had found 
the body of a boy on the dump near 
pier 98 some time ago. The body was 
so decomposed, however, that identifica- 
tion was impossible and it had been 
buried without an autopsy. Inside the 
blankets in which the body was wrap- 
ped were found parts of a radio set. 
’ They had no evidence, however, on 
which they could expect to convict 
Panzram of the murder of the boy, 
Philadelphia police told Inspector Pratt. 


Says He Robbed Taft. 


Boston police could not bear out 
any part of Panzram’s story of murder 
there. Their records, they told District 
police, showed no crime which would 
fit the time and description given by 
the man in jail here. 

Panzram said, too, that he had 
robbed the home of Chief Justice Taft 
in New Haven, Conn., in 1920, taking 
$40,000 in jewels, which he said he “— 
for $15,000. He robbed a Newport, R 
I, home in the same month and there 
lost & green cap, which was stained 
with the blood of the lad he had killed 
on the Charlestown road, he said. 

He bought a yacht, the Keister, for- 
merly owned by James Gordon Ben- 
nett, with the proceeds of his robbery 
of the Taft home and sailed to Europe 
and Africa, Penzram said. 

Details of his confession are being 
checked by police in cooperation with 
the police of the places in which he 
said he committeed the crimes. He 
was arrested by Baltimore police Au- 
gust 13 for the theft of a radio set 
from the home of Dr. L. W.: Eugster, 
3620 Macomb street northwest. Other 
robberies of District homes may also 
be charged against him.
